One of Most Valuable Species 
in World Believed First 
of Kind in U. S. 


One of the most valuable birds in 
the world, a quetzal, arrived in New 
York today, destined for the St. 
Louis Zoo. 

It was one of 10 which had: been 
captured in Central America by 
Victor Wolfgang von Hagen, a 
member of the staff of the Museum 
of the American Indian. The other 
nine birds died of cholera on ship- 
board, 

It is believed to be the only adult 
of its species ever brought to this 
country alive. At one time the 
quetzal was the sacred bird of the 
Aztecs and Mayans and only tribal 
chiefs were permitted to wear its 
feathers. 

Its body is about the size of-a 
turtle dove, but its golden-green tail 
feathers are three and one-half feet 
long. The rest of the plumage is 
emerald green above the scarlet on 
the breast. 

Director George P. Vierheller was 
in New York to receive the bird 
and a shipment of antelope and 
sables.

BERLIN, Aug. 4 (AP).—Continu- 
fing attacks on Royal Air Force 
home bases, German flyers struck 
today at airports from Scotland to 
the south of England. 

An airport in Scotland was at- 
tacked by many planes this after- 
noon and “laid in rubbish and 
ashes,” while a number of planes 
outside the destroyed hangars were 
made unusable by machine-gun fire, 
DNB, official German news agen- 
cy, reported. 

An airport west of London was 
damaged badly and attacks were 
made on airports and troop bar- 
racks in the middle and south of 
England, the agency added. 

In attacks yesterday, hangars, 
barracks, runways and airplanes 
were destroyed at an airport in 
Cornwall, the high command said. 
It reported direct hits on troops 
and barracks in a raid on a flyers’ 
camp at Sheerness, on the south 
side of the Thames estuary. 

Bad Weather. 

A communique said the air war 
against Britain was carried out 
yesterday despite bad weather, but 
informed sources said the attacks 
were materially reduced from their 
previous scale. 

Only one British plane was able 
to penetrate western German ter- 
ritory because of the unfavorable 
weather, and its attack resulted in 
no noteworthy damage, the high 
command said, but it was admitted 
that attacks had been made on the 
Norwegian coast. 

High flames shot from a gas 
works attacked in N -hwest Lon- 
don, the communique said, and di- 
rect hits were registered on assem- 
bly shops and machine shops of 
two armament works at Chester, 
south of Liverpool, and Coventry, 
75 miles northwest of London. 

Columns of trucks transporting 
troops north of London were said 
to have been scattered by attacks 
by single planes. 

Only three British planes and 
four German planes were reported 
lost. 

DNB said 100 German planes 
dropped 120 tons of explosives on 
Southern England and Birmingham 
last night. 

More than 100 planes, said the 
official news agency DNB, were 
over London yesterday and 300,000 
pounds of bombs were dropped.

Review of September. 

Authorized Nazis minimized the 
Military effectiveness of British 
bombing attacks on Germany dur- 
ing September. 

German informants said _ the 
British dropped 7542 bombs on Ger- 
many last month, but that only 
1.6 per cent of these hit military 
targets. 

Forty-eight per cent of the Brit- 
ish bombs fell on open fields, it 
was said, while 50.4 per cent fell on 
civilian objectives such as workers’ 
settlements, schools, hospitals and 
churches. 

The report was based only on 
bombings of Germany proper. 

British plane losses during Au- 
gust and September were put at 
2474 against only 706 for Germany.

BRITISH BOMB NAZI BARGES, 


ATTACK SHIPS OFF NORWAY 


LONDON, Oct. 4 (AP )—Ham- 
mering at the Nazis without rest, 
the Royal Air Force was officially 


reported to have attacked the Ger- 
man-held Netherlands coast and 
barges today, after a series of 
forays yesterday and last night, in 
which shipping and harbors from 
Rotterdam to Cherbourg in France 
were assaulted and a convoy off 
Dunkerque bombed. 

Also, the Admiralty announced 
that British naval planes had 
“successfully attacked” two Ger- 
man supply ships in Norwegian 
waters, sinking one and leaving 
the other on fire. One British plane 
was lost when “a superior force of 
enemy fighters” attacked the unit 
returning from this raid. 

A communique said a 2000-ton 
vessel was sunk in Bjorne fjord, 
south of Bergen, and a ship of 
4000 to 5000 tons alongside the jet- 
ty at Haugesund “left heavily on 
fire in both fore and after holds.” 

Masses of barges were said to 
have been discovered when one 
R. A. F. raider followed the mean- 
dering Maas River in Holland to 
Heusden. 


“A number of barges were hit and 
high explosive bombs of heavy cali- 
ber were also seen to strike the 
quay sides,” an Air Ministry com- 
munique said. 

A large iron works between Wes- 


el and Halkern was also attacked 
by a bomber which flew across Hol- 
land and penetrated into Western 
Germany, it was asserted. 

The ministry reported 12 mer- 
chantmen were in the convoy es- 
corted by warships off Dunkerque. 
It said a low-flying British squad- 
ron dropped bombs, but said the 
results were obscured by low clouds 
“in which the aircraft were quick- 
ly enveloped.” 

The communique said anti-air- 
craft shells fired at a British bomb- 
er diving to attack a supply ship 
near Dunkerque “exploded immedi- 
ately beneath the bomber” and 
“threw the aircraft up so violently 
that it almost completed a loop.” 

Other British planes were report- 
ed to have attacked railway com- 
munications and oil storage depots 
in the vicinity of Cherbourg in 
German-occupied France.

In line with this, authoritative 
sources emphasized that the cam- 
paign in Egypt would require spe- 
cial preparation and that a blitz- 
krieg campaign was not to be ex- 
pected.

Il Popolo di Roma said both 
Italy and Germany were operating 
economically at full war efficiency 
and “time is working against Eng- 
land” instead of for it. 
“Frequent Italian-German consul- 
tations reveal the profound active 
co-operation which has given con- 
crete, unhoped for results,” the pa- 
per declared. “On that basis are the 
personal contacts which the Duce 
and the Fuehrer have had and can 
have in the future for a single line 
fight undertaken to be finished 
against England. 

“In full war efficiency, Germany 
and Italy present the same situation 
in the economic field. Our food re- 
serves, our productive possibilities 
have been pushed to maximum. 
While the war is paralyzing Eng- 
land it is not cutting into axis pro- 
duction at all. 

Chamberlain’s Resignation. 
“The British political situation is 
already showing its cracks. The res- 
ignation of Chamberlain is the first 
sympton of them.”

After the vote was taken, Henry 
Hopper, whose son, Paul, 12, was 
also expelled, said: “There is some- 
thing I’d like to say.” Henry C. G. 
Schrader, president of the board, 
replied: “The matter is settled.” 

“Does that apply to me?” Hopper 
asked. 

“It does,” Schrader said, closing 
the hearing.

Union Electric Vice-President Fails

Union Electric Co. of Missouri and

U.9. SUES TO PART 
GENERAL MOTORS 
AND FINANCE FIRM 


Charges Dealer - Coercion, 
Restraint of Trade in 
Controls Exercised by Ac- 


ceptance Corporation. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 4 (AP). — Com- 
plete and permanent divorce of the 
General Motors Corporation and the 
General Motors Acceptance Corpor- 
ation was demanded by the Feder- 
al Government today in a civil suit 
alleging that the combine violated 
the anti-trust laws. 
The complaint alleged the Accept- 
ance Corporation was a wholly 
owned subsidiary of the General 
Motors Corporation and engaged in 
financing at wholesale cars pur- 
chased from the factory by General 
Motors dealers and at retail Gen- 
eral Motors cars purchased on the 
installment plan. 
“Through coercion and discrimi- 
nation,” the complaint stated, “Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and Gener- 
al Motors Acceptance Corporation, 
acting together, required dealers to 
finance with General Motors Ac- 
ceptance Corporation on both whole- 
sale purchases and retail sales of 
General Motors cars.” 
Charges Undue Control. 

The complaint added that under 
“the device of owning its own fi- 
nance company, General Motors 
Corporation is able to contro] com- 
pletely the business operations of 
General Motors dealers despite the 
fact that under terms of the sell- 
ing agreement between General Mo- 
tors and General Motors Sales Cor- 
poration, the dealer is not consid- 
ered the agent or legal representa- 
tive of the seller.” 
“This control,” the suit added, 
“results in direct restraints on the 
movement of General Motors cars 
in interstate commerce.” 
Thomas A. Daly, an Assistant At- 
torney-General in the anti-trust di- 
vision of the Department of Justice, 
Said the action was brought to di- 
vest General Motors of all owner- 
Ship and control of the acceptance 
concern, 
On May 27, 1938, anti-trust indict- 
ments were returned against the 
Ford Motor Co., the Chrysler and 
General Motors corporations and 
their affiliated finance companies, 
alleging they had coerced dealers 
into using the financing facilities 
of the affiliated finance companies.

He suggested inclusion in labor- 
management contracts of a provi- 
sion for a “cooling-off period, a de- 
lay before using their economic 
weapons.” The audience applauded 
when he urged labor to free itself 
“from the control of any crooked 
racketeers” and expressed opposi- 
tion “to those selfish or criminal 
leaders who doublecross or exploit 
their own membership.” 

Before starting his prepared 
text, Willkie drew applause. with 
the assertion that “no man has 
ever been associated with a more 
genial and able man than Senator 
McNary.” When he said he was 
for the National Labor Relations 
Act before and after its passage, 
he added to his text to say that 
“my associate, Senator McNary, 
voted for it.” 

When pledging that he would 
“make real jobs for those who now 
seek them so desperately,” Willkie 
added the statement that “every 
worker in America who has no job 
will get relief.” 

“We want a real job—at least 
one real job—in every home,” he 
added extemporaneously. 

Earlier, Willkie made a 50-mile 
automobile tour through Pitts- 
burgh and Allegheny County. He 
made about 10 stops, addressing 
citizens in the Golden Triangle, the 
steel mill sections of the South 
Side and East Pittsburgh, and the 
predominantly-Negro section on 
“The Hill,” 

Greeted at times by cheers, Will- 
kie sometimes was booed, particu- 
larly in East Pittsburgh, and there 
were occasional shouts of “We want 
Roosevelt.” 

When he addressed a street crowd 
on “The Hill,” Willkie repeated his 
declaration that none should be 
put off relief until he had a job 
and that there should be no dis- 
crimination. 


Willkie in’ Philadelphia Names 
Three Objectives. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4 (AP).— 
Welcomed by a shouting throng to 
the city where he won the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, 
Wendell L. Willkie stoop opposite 
City Hall today and said he had 
three objectives: 

Revitalization of industry, build- 
ing a strong national defense and 
creating national unity. 

The crowd in Reyburn Plaza was 
estimated at 30,000. When Willkie 
arrived they set up the chant, “We 
want Willkie,” which many galler- 
ittes shouted during the Republi- 
can National Convention here last 
June. 

At Harrisburg today, Willkie 
said: “The disunion that has been 
preached in the last seven years is 
one of the basic causes of our eco- 
nomic depression. 

“It is simple to end class war- 
fare in the United States and bring 
co-operation and send the men 
back to work in the factories and 
the mills and then the 9,600,000 un- 
employed will disappear. 

“If we continue to go down the 
present road of economic depres- 
sion, of disunity, we will go down 
the road to war because dictators 
only strike when they think we 
are weak and we will be weak.” 
At Lancaster, Pa., Willkie said 
that “thrift, frugality, work, cour- 
age and spiritual values” helped 
make that county one of the fore- 
most agriculturally in the country. 
“Tl defy any man to quote me 
a single line where the President 
of the United States has said )that 
progress and character building 
were dependent on thrift, frugality 
and work.” 

Willkie urged his own election “if 
for no other reason than to remove 
those smart boys from Washing- 
ton.”

There Learning From 400 Regulars 
“They’re in the Army Now.” 


From a battery of six lour speak- 
ers b lared the strains of “Stars and 
Stripes Forever.” Across the parade 
ground at Jefferson Barracks today 
marched and countermarched rag- 
ged lines of Air Corps recruits, some 
in dungarees, a few in uniforms, 


others in such varied attire as they 
brought from their homes all over 
the country. 
Conversion of the barracks from 
an infantry post into an Air Corps 
ground school is still under way. 
The old headquartefs building is be- 
ing remodeled; temporary head- 
quarters have been established in 
the former band barracks. Four 
hundred regulars from the Eleventh 
and Thirteenth School Squadrons, 
some from Scott Field, are in charge 
of the recruits who are pouring so 
fast that uniforms and other equip- 
ment cannot be immediately pro- 
vided. 
Seven hundred recently enlisted 
men, most of them of college age, 
are in camp now, arriving in small 
batches from such varied recruiting 
centers as Washington, Philadel- 
phia, Tulsa, Houston, San Francis- 
co and Baltimore. Accommodations 
are bieng prepared for 3500. 
Some to Live in Tents. 

Many will spend the winter in 
tents in the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camp area south of the bar- 
racks proper. Some of the tents 
were pitched today. They are be- 


recruits are given a course in calis- 
thenics, taught how to make up 
their bunks, the barracks’ routine, 
the duties of a soldier.

A report by School Superintend- | 
ent D. Walter Potts upholding the. 
Rugg series of social sciene text- 
books,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Backed 
by John L. Lewis, executives of 
CIO unions have taken to mem- 
bers of Congress a demand for an 
investigation of the Wage and 
Hour Administration, 

This demand grows out of 
union chrages of inefficiency and 
maladministration in the Missouri 
region. These charges were made 
originally by executives of the 
United Shoe Workers and the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers in 
Missouri. 

Investigators were sent to look 
into these charges and Baird Sny- 
der, deputy administrator of the 
Wage and Hour Administration, 
subsequently told the Post-Dispatch 
that they had for the most part 
been without foundation. Snyder 
cleared Charles Hersum, former di- 
rector of the Missouri region and 
now in charge of New England, 


and Walter King, at present act-: 


ing director in Missouri, of charges 
filed against them. 

Officers of the United Shoe 
Workers called this report a 
“white-wash” and have been at- 
tempting ever since to force action 
higher. The investigator’s report 
was called to the attention of Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins who con- 
ferred with Col. Philip Fleming, 
Administrator. 
Fleming told Miss Perkins he had 
studied the report and felt the 
matter was closed. 

With Lewis’ official backing, Leo 
Goodman, research director of the 
Shoe Workers’ Union, and Gardner 
Jackson, executive secretary of La- 
bor’s Non-Partisan League, have 
appealed to members of Senate and 
House Labor committees for an in- 
vestigation. They have told Sena- 
tors and Congressmen that the law 
is not being enforced, although in- 
spectors and directors are making 
a “paper record.” 

Lewis, it is understood, has called 
the matter to the attention of the 
White House. 

A spokesman for the Wage and 
Hour Administration said that au 
the Missouri shoe cases handled by 
the administration had been for- 
warded to Washington and that 
Goodman had been invited to go 
over these files and show from the 
files where inspection had been at 
fault. Goodman, according to the 
spokesman, replied that he was too 


y| busy to do this. 


Informed of this statement, 
Goodman said he had _ received 
word concerning the Missouri files 
only 24 hours ago and that, of 
course, he expected to co-operate 
to the fullest in studying the files.

Hampered by NLRB

S the rearmament program pro- 
| ceding rapidly? Sidney Hillman 

of the National Defense Advis- 
ory Commission “advises” that no 
manufacturer who violates the va- 
rious labor laws can be “awarded” 
a contract for work on the defense 
program and that the National La- 
bor Relations Board will decide, 
for this purpose, whether or not 
an employer is “violating.” 

Sidney, of course, has no author- 
ity. I would be willing to entrust 
to him the whole subject if he had. 
But he just “advises.” The NLRB 
already has decided that the Beth- 
lehem Steel Co. is “violating.” Beth- 
lehem already has hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in defense contracts 
for steel that we have no facili- 
ties elsewhere to produce. Under 
the labor laws, Bethlehem has ap- 
pealed NLRB’s decision to the 
courts. Under those laws, also, it 
will not be conclusively binding un- 
til the courts act. In the meantime, 
Bethlehem is threatened with a 
CIO “organizing” strike and Hill- 
man says he has not asked Phil 
Murray to delay it. 

There are now only two mem- 
bers of NLRB, Leiserson and 
Smith. The term of Chairman Mad- 
den has expired. Due to protests 
based on charges of his bias and 
unfairness the President has not 
reappointed him. The vacancy has 
existed for weeks. Smith and Leis- 
erson agree on very few disputed 
points. Smith is an extreme left- 
winger—like Madden. Leiserson is 
middle-of-the-road. What they can’t 


agree on is put on ice until appoint- 
ment of a third member with the 
deciding vote. 

Over in the selective service draft 
system, although the new organi- 
zation is under way, no administra- 
tor has been appointed. Some mys- 
terious inner pressures prevented 
a solution of this problem which 
would have been perfection—the 
experienced and judicious veteran 
of the World War draft, Gullion, 
for administrator —the young, ex- 
pert and vigorous Hershey as its 
chief executive. Either alone would 
have been satisfactory. The team 
couldn’t have been bettered. 

As in the NLRB, no responsible 
head has been appointed. Hershey 
has been “detailed” to go through 
in an “acting” capacity. 

The big job in the draft is the 
beginning—setting up the selective 
service system and selling it to 
the people. That requires experi- 
ence, expertness — even genius. 
After that, it is a routine mechan- 
ical job. This beginning also re- 
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quires some prestige or position in 
the administrator. It certainly re- 
quires unquestioned authority and 
full responsibility. 


Selective service started off with 
the terrible shock to public confi- 
dence in its sole foundation—fair- 
ness—and to the morale of the 
whole army officers’ corps through 
the appointment of the unqualified 
Elliott Roosevelt as a captain in 
the air corps. If ever a job needed 
a fully authorized and qualified 
leader—right now—it is the selec- 
tive draft at the most critical mo- 
ment of its existence—its beginning 
with an explosive blunder. What are 
we waiting for. The selection of a 
suitable stuffed shirt to take credit 
for Hershey’s hobbled work—or for 
pure politics—politics in defense?

Our Far Eastern policy is much too 
extensive a subject to be distussed here, 
but I may point out that any policy that 
has no element of conciliation or disposi- 
tion to judge impartially has bereft it- 
self of all influence save that of force. 

Thirty years of unremitting propaganda 
to disparage and misrepresent the Jap- 
anese people ha-~ unfortunately done its 
work only too thoroughly in this country. 
Almost every ear is closed to any appeal 
to the facts. 

Japan has been so maligned and every 
friendly advance has been so repulsed by 
us that in desperation and pique she 
listened to the siren voices of the dic- 
tators against the promptings of her in- 
ner consciousness. 

Her simple-minded leaders have signed 
a pact by which she gives everything and 
receives nothing. No such incredible sim- 
plicity is found again in modern diplo- 
macy. | 

The Japanese nation, however, is 
neither, in essence, totalitarian nor sim- 
ple-minded. When the tumult has died 
away, its friends may hope. with some 
degree of confidence that reason will re- 
sume its sway and that Hitler’s trap will 
lose its victim.

The time for action is right now. It is less than 


‘five weeks until the meaningless McCawley propo- 


sition will be before the voters if the referendum 
is not stopped by court action. Between now and 
the election it must: be printed, according to official 
schedule, five times in each county. This means that 
the first printing is taking place this week. 

But this waste should not and need not continue. 
It can be stopped in its tracks. The procedure is 
simplicity itself. Some taxpayer of Missouri goes 
into court and asks that the referendum be stopped 
as a useless waste of funds. 

The court is petitioned to enjoin three Missouri 
officials—Secretary of State Brown from further 
publication of the senseless proposition; State Audi- 
tor Smith from auditing the printing accounts for 
payment, and State Treasurer Winn from paying the 
warrants. If the injunction is granted, the whole 
fraud is halted. 

There is every reason to believe that an applica- 
tion for the injunction would be granted. The ap- 
plicant would have no difficulty whatever in dem- 
onstrating the uselessness of the referendum. 

He would not need to go into the matter of the 
allegedly fraudulent signatures. 

He would need only to make clear the fact that 
the proposition would be without validity in the 
light of the 1936 constitutional amendment expressly 
granting to the Conservation Commission authority 
to regulate wildlife. 

He would not need to do much more than cite the 
decision of the Missouri Supreme Court upholding 
the regulation-making power of the commission. 

This McCawley folly is a confidence game on the 
taxpayers of Missouri. 

It is a fake because of its manifestly specious char- 
acter. 

Allow this thing to go on, permit Secretary of 
State Brown to continue with the printing schedule, 
permit the other State officers to perform their 
routine functions, and the next Legislature will have 
to pass a deficiency appropriation bill to pay the 
$75,000 wasted this October. 

Do the taxpayers of Missouri favor this thing? 

To ask the question is to answer it. 

Who will do what needs to be done? 
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Mussolini has postponed his parade of conquered 
warriors down the Appian Way, and Hitler has de- 
cided to do no early Christmas shopping in London. 
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AS TO ABSENTEE VOTING. 

Missourians who are called to military training 
under the Conscription Act will not lose the right to 
vote. An amendment to the electiOn laws, passed in 
1939, will enable them to cast absentee ballots if they 
apply by mail not more than 15 days and not less 
than five days in advance of the election. 

About the most that can be said for this provi- 
sion is that it is considerably better than nothing. 
Many states do much more to make it convenient for 
voting by electors who are in the military or naval 
forces, 

Massachusetts, for example, has its Secretary of 
State mail absentee ballots to those in service outside 
the State on the ground that those who are devot- 
ing their time to the national defense are entitled 
to this assistance in the exercise of the civic duties. 
Other states make use of the military authorities 
at the camps and posts in circulating and collecting 
their absentee ballots. 

In any case, the Missouri provision would be good 
only for those in training camps in the United 
States; Missourians stationed in Hawaii, for exam- 
ple, could not use it on account of the time limita- 
tion. 

The entire subject of absentee voting should be 
studied thoroughly by the next Legislature and a 
workable set of laws enacted. The present rule re- 
quiring citizens—aside from those in uniform—to 
be in some other county of the State in order to 
cast an absentee ballot is ridiculous. Why should the 
resident of Missouri who is unavoidably in New York 
at primary or election time be deprived of his vote 
when Illinois makes adequate provision for such an 
absentee? 

Here is a field in which the 1941 session can 
achieve an improvement in the machinery of de- 
mocracy in Missouri. : 
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Don't get into this war, says the Englishman, H. G. 
Wells, to the United States. Author of a hundred 
books or more, that’s about the most pointed thing 
he has ever written. 
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TECHNICALITY GLORIFIED. 

Another Daniel has come to judgment down in 
New Orleans. Meet Judge Frank T. Echezabal, the 
man whose high courage made possible the exposure 
of New Orleans vote frauds in the face of Huey Long, 
then at the zenith of his power. The Judge now 
has voided an indictment on a technicality which 
will recall to Missourians a ruling by our State Su- 
preme Court that made the rafters ring. 

The Louisiana case is an echo of the unsavory 
Huey Long dictatorship. The accused are ex-Gov. 
Earl K. Long, brother of the late “Kingfish,” and 
four members of a State board. The bill, as drawn, 


‘charged that they “did carry, or caused to be car- 


ried,” deadheads on the payroll. The Court pounced 
on the quoted phrase, which he declared was “dis- 
junctive” and therefore made the indictment “fatally 
defective.” 

As a grammarian, this Judge is, we submit, a 
gem of purest ray serene. He is probably right, too, 
in his pluperfect reasoning. Certainly “or” is a 
disjunctivé conjunction, involving, as it necessarily 
does; the alternative. Considered from the viewpoint 
of common sense, the guilty phrase was simply an 
effort by the drafting attorney to meet the shadowy 
distinction between carrying deadheads on the pay- 
roll, or causing them to be carried. That may be a 
distinction without a difference, but the abracadabra 
of legal papers requires this precise exposition of 
explicit detail. In such finespun exaction, justice, 
supposedly the sacred concern of the court, is a rank 
and ragged outsider.

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CHURCHILL TAKES FULL COMMAND. 

Old and sick, Neville Chamberlain has retired from 
the British Cabinet. He has retired, too, as leader 
of the Conservative party. This means that Winston 
Churchill, who has been Prime Minister since last 
May, now takes full command. 

This should have a considerable . psychological 
effect on England’s war effort. History may decide 
that Chamberlain, the man of Munich, was more 
sinned against than sinning. Considering his coun- 
try’s utter unpreparedness for war in 1938—a con- 
dition for which the millions who voted in Britain’s 
peace polls and took the Oxford oath must be blamed 
as well as Chamberlain and his party—he had little 
choice other than to compromise. His mistake, of 
course, was to believe that Munich meant “peace for 
our time.” 

His failure to recognize this mistake, his belief 
that “Hitler missed the bus’—a belief based on the 
opinion of British Generals—weakened confidence in 
him as a war leader. To a degree, this lack of public 
confidence also seems to have plagued his successor. 
As one Englishwoman wrote on this page only a few 
days ago, Chamberlain still controlled 200 votes in 
Commons. Halifax and Simon were still with him 
in the Cabinet. 

Apparently Churchill is now master of those votes, 
but Halifax and Simon are still in their places. And 
Sir Kingsley Wood, pet of the Conservative Right 
wing. has been called to the inner Cabinet, along 
with Ernest Bevin, the Laborite. A tit for a tat. 

There are those who expected a more drastic over- 
hauling of the Cabinet than the gentle shifts an- 
nounced yesterday. They still see a party Govern- 
ment, rather than a real national Government, in 
control. Well, there is no guarantee that a stronger 
representation of the Opposition would mean a more 
vigorous and effective prosecution of the war. 
Churchill is doing a maginificent job of that. 
Chamberlain’s retirement has added to the Prime 
Minister’s strength. even if not in the same measure 
as a drastic clean-out might have done. 
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His advisers are said to be urging F. D. R. to make 
a campaign tour of the Middle West. Are they inti- 
mating that Missouri is likely to be found in Com- 
monwea]th & Southern’s portfolio?

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TWO CANDIDATES AND TWO PROPOSITIONS. 

In his campaign speech at Washington, Mo., For- 
rest C. Donnell, Republican candidate for Governor, 
said that he would keep politics out of the Missouri 
Highway Commission, the construction and mainte- 
nance of highways and the department personnel. 
Lawrence McDaniel, Mr. Donnell’s Democratic op- 
ponent, has pledged himself to appoint only qualified 
persons to State boards and commissions. On the 
administration of the State highway system, it 
may be said that the Republican and Democratic can- 
didates are on more or less even footing. 

But how do they view the two highway proposi- 
tions which are now before the voters for their 
judgment in the November election? Does Mr. Mc- 
Daniel favor the Missouri Farmers’ Association plan 
by which the administration of the highways might 
be broken up into 114 county units? Does Mr. 
Donnell favor it? 

The so-called Painter plan, for which petitions 
were circulated by A. L. McCawley, would give each 
county an arbitrary $25,000 for rural roads and per- 
mit an additional $12,500 for larger counties. Is 
the Republican candidate for Governor a supporter 
of this plan? Is the Democratic candidate? 

Thanks to the $600,000 study conducted by the 
Federal Bureau of Public Roads, in co-operation 
with State highway engineers, Missouri now has a 
broad-gauged survey of its highway system and 
highway needs. Neither of the proposed amendments 
is based on this survey. Each represents special 
interest planning, not planning based on the needs 
of the State as a whole. 

Mr. McDaniel and Mr. Donnell are talking general- 
ities about the roads. The voters, however, must 
pass judgment on specific highway proposals. Where 
do our candidates for Governor stand? How will 
they vote? How do they think the people should 
vote? 
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Mr. Willkie severely reprimands Gov. Lehman 
of New York for saying that the dictators would like 
to see Roosevelt defeated.

HIRTEEN Illinois counties—Christian, 
T cinton, Macoupin, Madison, Montgom- 
Washington, 
Jackson, Perry, Randolph, Saline and Wil- 
liamson—have in the past supplied practical- 
‘ly all of the Dlinois coal entering St. Louis. 

These 13 counties have approximately 9 
per cent of the total population of Illinois 
and 15 per cent of the State’s farm popula- 
They employ 64 per cent of the mine 
and quarry workers and 8 per cent of 
industrial and business workers. 
When all business, industrial and farm 
employed personnel of the 13 counties is 
considered, it is found that 19 per cent are 
affiliated with mining and quarrying. 

These 13 counties produce approximately 
72 per cent of the coal mined in Illinois. 
St. Louis takes one-eighth of the total out- 
Assuming an average f. o. b. mine 
price of $2 per ton, it would then appear 
that St. Louis consumers have been paying 
mine operators. $10,000,000 per year. 

A generous estimate is that not more than 
one-half of this is paid to the mine workers 
in the form of direct wages.

activity in the St. Louis industrial area is 
boosting the amount of coal being purchased 
from Illinois mines at the present time, and 
with prospects bright for further industrial 
expansion, it is a reasonable assumption that 
the temporary loss of the domestic market 
will be in a large measure offset by the in- 


The agricultural significance of this area 


is sometimes overlooked, although a large 
part of the purchasing power of the area is 
to be found on the farms. In the 13 coun- 
ties 25 per cent of the employment is pro- 
vided by farms. 

If the number engaged in meat packing, 
grain milling, livestock handling, etc., were 
added, the share of total employment at- 
tributable to agriculture would be greater. 
The extensive truck gardening in surround- 
ing areas depends on St. Louis for its mar- 
ket. 

Probably equal in importance to truck 
farming as a source of farm income in the 
area is dairying. Records of the St. Louis 
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Milk Market Administrator indicate that 
more than 50 per cent of the milk coming to 
St. Louis originates on farms in 10 of these 
coal-producing counties. 

Income from livestock, poultry, eggs and 
grain sold in the St. Louis market contrib- 
utes significantly to both the farm and 
non-farm income of the area. 

It is probable that the total cash farm 
income of the 13 counties is equal to or 
greater than the income from all other 
sources, It is not likely that the farmers 
of the area will join in any action against 
their own best consumer. 

St. Louis will continue to buy the farm 
products of her Illinois neighbors just as she 
will continue to buy other products of the 
coal-producing counties when these can be 
used in a manner not incompatible with the 
health and economic well-being of our citi- 
zens,

Mass Jump by 15 Men to 
Be Made Tomorrow Be- 
fore Military Missions at 
Fort Benning, Ga. 


FORT BENNING, Ga. Oct. 4! 
(AP).—The United States Army is 
planning to show the results of 
several months of experimental 
training for parachute troops be- 
for 20 high army officers of nine 
Latin-American nations, here on a 
tour of this country’s defense prep- 
arations. 

The mass jump—the first semi- 
public demonstration by the army 
—is scheduled for tomorrow morn- 


ing and will follow today’s demon- 
staration by more than 25,000 sol- 
diers at this largest infantry post 
in North America. 

Fifteen men of a group of 40 sol- 
diers and two officers will drop 
from an army transport near Law- 
son Field, the fort’s airport. 

The officers and men, all volun- 
teers from the Twenty-ninth Infan- 
try, have been training in sections 
where special facilities are avail- 
able, including Hightstown, N. J. 

Army officials said the experi- 
ment had been inthe “restricted in- 
formation” category. They stressed 
that the mass jump was but a 
small part of the training—that, 
primarily, the men must be trained 
in co-ordination. 

They pointed out that the Ger- 
mans, in their surprise attack on 
Rotterdam, were reported to have 
timed the dropping of ’chute troops 
with the return of airport guards 
to their barracks and action of 
“fifth columnists” stationed § in 
strategic sections. Landing of air 
infantry followed. 

The visiting chiefs of staff from 
Bolivia, Colombia, Costa _ Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Peru and 
Uruguay, and high ranking offi- 
cers from the Dominican Republic 
and Panama will see Red and Blue 
forces opposing each other in ex- 
tensive maneuvers today. 

A complete battalion of Blues will 
attack with full equipment afte’ a 
supposed midnight declaration of 
war. Every weapon of the infan- 
try will be fired in a demonstra- 
tion for the visitors—from Garand 
rifles to 155 MM. Howitzers. 

The visiting officers left Wash- 
ington Wednesday and visited 
Langley Field and Fort Monroe in 
Virginia before coming here. They 
will fly to San Antonio, Tex., to- 
morrow, stopping briefly at Barks- 
dale Field, La. 

They are the first contingent of 
top-ranking officers from South 
America, invited here to familiar- 
ize themselves with United States 
military establishments.

GV, STARK MAKES 
PLEA IN. BEHAL 
OF MERIT SYSTEM 


Writes State Social Secur- 
ity Board That Politicians 
Must Not Be Allowed to 
Destroy Plan. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 4— 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark took a hand 
today in the controversy over the 
proposed installation of a merit 
system for employes of the State 
Social Security Commission and 
the State Board of Health, by writ- 
ing a letter to the Social Security 
Commission asking it “to do every- 
thing possible to prevent Missouri's 
social security program from fall- 
ing into the hands of the poli- 
ticians.” 

The proposed merit system, he 
said, “is the surest guarantee that 
the administration of this great 
humanitarian program will not de- 
generate into a political spoils sys- 
tem.” 

Stark urged the commission to 
continue its efforts to put the merit 
plan into effect, in accordance 
with the requirements of Federal 
agencies which provide Federal 
funds for the department. 

“This merit system plan already 
has been approved by the Federal 
Social Security Board,” Stark said, 
“and the politicians must not be 
allowed to destroy it.” 

Letter to Chairman. 

The Governor made known his 
position in a letter to John T. Hard- 
ing of Kansas City, chairman of the 
Social Security Commission. 

Stark said he had no comment 
when asked by newspaper corre- 
spondents whether he had any par- 
ticular politicians in mind, when he 
wrote the letter. 

In the meantime, payment of the 
State old-age pensions for October, 
to 104,370 pensioners, has been held 
up as a result of the row, because 
the Federal Social Security Board 
has not released Federal funds to 
the State for payments of the Fed- 
eral one-half of the pensions. It has 
been indicated the delay in release 
of the Federal funds was due to the 
controversy over putting the merit 
system into effect. The Federal 
Board will take up the question of 
the Missouri grant on Tuesday, in 
Washington, it was said. 

The controversy developed last 
week, after Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick raised a legal question as 
to the authority of the Social Se- 
curity Commission and the Board 
of Health to contribute funds from 
their appropriations to pay ex- 
penses of the Missouri Merit Sys- 
tem Council. 

The council is not a statutory 
body, but was formed by agree- 
ment of State and Federal officials 
and Gov. Stark, to conduct exami- 
nations to place the merit system of 
employment into effect in the So- 
cial Security Commission, Board of 
Health and State Unemployment 
Compensation Commission as re- 
quested by Federal agencies fur- 
nishing them with Federal funds. 
The latter commission is not in- 
volved.in the row over use of funds 
for merit system expense, as the 
Unemployment Compensation Act 
contains the necessary enabling pro- 
visions,

Italian Fleet Sighted. 


The first news that the Italian 
fleet was at sea reached us at 
noon of the second day out. One 
report referred to battleships and 
large numbers of destroyers 
steaming at 15 knots toward the 
sole of the Italian boot. Subse- 
quent news referred to a much 
larger group of Italian ships cruis- 
ing parallel to the Italian coast. 
This would have given numerical 
advantage to the Italians, plus the 
advantage of having faster ships, 
plus the advantage of proximity to 
their own mainland whence they 
could obtain aircraft co-operation. 

By mid-afternoon it looked as if 
one of the big naval battles of his- 
tory might occur. Later reports 
indicated, however, that the enemy 
ships were steaming away from us 
at 20 knots.

.t dusk, our flagship signaled 
n ght disposition orders to all ships 
in preparation for possible contact 
wth the enemy in the _ night.

The car- 
rier turned into the wind and one 
after another of the planes landed. 
Throughout the right our destroyer 
maintained a state of preparedness.

In 
the darkness I had difficulty in 
r.aking my way from ry quarters 
astern to the bridge for sections of 
the railing were down and torpedo 
tube: were tunred outward with the 
great grease torpedos all set to 
be fired.

Enemy Ships Vanish. 


The night was uneventful. Before 
dawn the whole crew took up ac- 
tion stations.

At the crack of day the air- 
craft carrier sent up planes, but 
there were no enemy ships in sight 
nor were any reported that day. 
The following day an enemy shad- 
owing plane was again reported. 

The old routine began: Up went 
our fighters and half-an-hour later 
the flagship reported to all ships, 
“enemy shadower shot down.” On 
the bridge young officers, barehead- 
ed and barelegged with their shirts 
open at the neck were 
constantly on the alert keeping 
the ship in proper screen po- 
sition. It was a zigzag course 
and they were watching the flotil- 
la leader’s slightest move. The 
swift, throbbing, destroyer was slic- 
ing through the calm sea at 28 
knots.

Elliott Roosevelt has no experi- 
ence justifying a commission. True, 
he has dabbled in aviation.

LUTHERAN WORKERS 
DISCUSS REFUGEE PLAN 


Speakers Say British Project 
Raised U. S. Standards for 
Foster Homes. 


The plan to send English child 
refugees overseas, which the Brit- 
ish Government announced would 
be abandoned until further notice, 
has brought attention to the need 
for adequate foster homes in the 
United States and tended to en- 
courage the raising of standards 
for such homes, it was said yes- 
terday at the convention of Asso- 
ciated Lutheran Charities at Hotel 
Coronado, 

Lutheran child welfare leaders, 
whose agencies have been co-op- 
erating with the United States 
Committee for the Care of Euro- 
pean Refugee Children, expressed 


result in making better foster 
homes available for American chil- 
dren. 

The Rev. E. B. Glabe of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., who led the group 
meeting, suid that even if the plan 
is abandoned entirely -it has al- 
ready had several beneficial effects 
on child welfare work in this coun- 
try. Generally speaking, he said, 
the standards set for foster homes 
in the United States have been 
high, but those required by the 
United States committee are even 
more exacting. 

Publicity Valuable. 

The effect, he asserted, will be 
to encourage the raising of stand- 
ards for foster homes. He said the 
widespread publicity given the 
plan to care for British child refu- 
gees here, and the requirements for 
foster homes for them, had served 
as a valuable educational program. 

The leaders agreed that emotion- 
al adjustment of the children who 
have reached the United States was 
the principal problem to be met in 
caring for them. Attempts were 
made to place them in homes which 
most closely approximate their own 
in England, it was said. 

It was said that not more than 
500 English children had reached 
the United States, although more 
than 20,000 were expected within 
the year. About 2500 others have 
been placed in homes in Canada. 

Last Active Charter Member. 

The Rev. Enno Duemling of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., retiring president of 
the organization, and the Rev. T. 
A. Weinhold of Kansas. City spoke 
at the conference dinner last night.

Famous German Refugee on Liner Which 
Docks Tomorrow—Hid in Home of 
American After His Escape. 


LISBON, Oct. 4 (AP).—The 
shores of free America are fast 
drawing near for Lion Feuchtwan- 
ger, the thick-haired, bespectacled 
little man who won fame as one 
of Germany’s greatest novelists— 
now a fugitive from the concentra- 


tion camps both of his native land 


and of France. 

After months of hardship and 
adventure, he boarded the Amer- 
ican export liner Excalibur, due 
in New York tomorrow. 

Once aboard ship, the man who 
wrote “Power” and other books, 
and recently “Paris Gazette,” paced 
the deck and talked of his experi- 
ences. 

On Sept. 18 it was reported in 
Berlin that he was in the hands of 
German police, but he was not. 

“In March, 1933,” he said, “my 
house and all my belongings were 
confiscated and I had to build a 
new home in France, near Tou- 
lon, 

“There I lived during seven years, 
writing and fighting in my own 
way. These were years of hard 
work, but more of worry. I was 
much concerned to see that the 
harder Germany was working 
toward war, the deeper and sound- 
er seemed to become the sleep and 
indifference of certain countries— 
of France, mainly.” | 

Interned in September, 1939. 

Then came September, 1939, and 
war. As an anti-Nazi_ leader, 
Feuchtwanger conferred with Pres- 
ident Albert Lebrun. A few days 
later he was interned, then re- 
leased, 

The novelist sought to leave the 
country, but wa~ blocked, despite 
the aid of influential French and

But people are undoubtedly tak. 
ing vitamin products in large quan- 
tities. So the question is pertinent 
—does this do any harm? | 

Experiments have been carried 
out to determine this, and the re. 
sult of them seems to be that there 
is no ground to fear that except in 
one instance, any ill effects come 
from overdosage. Vitamin A is ob 
tained by the body on the average 
American dietary in the amount of 
about 5000 units daily. McBeth 
gave large quantities of the vitamin 
to school children up to 16,000 units 
aday. The age of the children was 
from 8 to 14 years. No outward re- 
sults were observed from this large 
dosage, 

Thiamine chloride, which is the 
crystalline form of Vitamin B, is 
required by the body in the amount 
of about 50 units for children and 
200 units for adults per day. 
Twenty-seven thousands units were | 
taken by a laboratory worker ina 
single dose.

In contrast are rural types in 
America. From Alaskan carved 
totem dolls to Peruvian Inca types, 
from European peasants to an Em- 
press of Japan seated under a flow- 
ering cherry tree, from Hopi In- 
dians and indeed types from every 
Indian tribe, to Hollywood glamor 
girls, the dolls cover a world-wide 
range of types. 


I couldn’t begin to touch upon 
all the various dolls as they are al- 
most lovingly described in thick 
catalogues by their owner. A pro- 
fessor of anthropology at St. Louis 
University has told Miss Schopp her 
collection of dolls would do credit 
to any anthropical museum. 

When 400 dolls are set out on the 
long dining table and sideboards, 
the grand piano and displayed in 
innumerable cabinets up and down- 
stairs, they crowd Miss Schopp and 
her sister, Mrs. John Ebling, with 
whom she lives at 3664 Lafayette 
avenue, into restricted quarters of 
their home. Both declare them- 
selves overwhelmed by the magni- 
tude to which the collection of 
dolls has grown. Miss Schopp 
brings them out only once or twice 
a year for the purpose of exhibiting 
them to friends and revising her 
catalogues. She requires a World 
Almanac, geographies and encyclo- 
pedias to assist her with the labels. 

“They're an education in them- 
selves,” said Miss Schopp. 

Then she packs them away in 
trunks with camphor and tissue 
paper for safekeeping, for they 


are quite perishable, while she 
busies herself at other pursuits, 
which are many. One is gardening 
in the back yard which was part 
of the Shaw estate until it was 
subdivided and the Schopps built 
the third house in this block 28 
years ago. 

Another pastime is needlepoint 
embroidery. A most absorbing oc- 
cupation at this time is politics. 
Miss Schopp is committeewoman 
for her ward, the Fifteenth, and is 
serving her third term as vice- 
chairman of the City Republican 
Committee.
